This is a decision on the renewed petition filed on 17 July, 2006, under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a). 
For the reasons set forth below, the petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) is GRANTED . 



The record indicates: 

• the instant application was filed on 16 June, 1997; 

through a series of amendments, incorporating priority claims, Petitioner avers that he 
seeks to amend claims to include subject matter to which Evan Kraus (Mr. Kraus) 
contributed (and so also alter the inventive entity pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §1 .48); 

on 3 January, 2006, Petitioner Jeff Kuester (Reg. No. 34,367) filed, inter alia, the original 
petition, an oath/declaration, which, notably, is not signed by any of the averred "signing" 
co-inventors-Scott Crandall Holt, Christopher Bertran Medders, Drina C. Yue, Raymond 
J. Smets, Thomas Joesph Moquin, Terry Durand and Lawrence R. Berke-as required by 
statute and regulation, or by the alleged non-signing inventor Mr. Kraus; while Petitioner 
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alleged that the entire application (description, claims, abstract and drawings) was 
transmitted to Mr. Kraus, the transmittal letter provided clearly evidenced that only the 
oath/declaration and the assignment were sent to Mr. Kraus, and there was no 
documentation supporting a contention that he received an Email transmission and was 
able to download/read the attachments thereto-therefore the petition was dismissed on 13 
February, 2006; 

• the instant petition seeks to overcome these deficiencies, and therewith Petitioner submits 
the statement of Benjamin Balser (Reg. No. 58,169) averring that the entire application 
was provided to Mr. Kraus and further that Mr. Kraus acknowledged to Mr. Balser receipt 
thereof. 

Out of an abundance of caution, Petitioners always are reminded that those registered to practice 
and all others who make representations before the Office must inquire into the underlying facts 
of representations made to the Office and support averments with the appropriate 
documentation-since all owe to the Office the continuing duty to disclose.

paragraph may jeopardize the validity of the application or document, or the validity or enforceability of any patent, trademark registration, or 
certificate resulting therefrom; and 

(2) To the best of the party's knowledge, information and belief, formed after an inquiry reasonable under the circumstances, that — 

(i) The paper is not being presented for any improper purpose, such as to harass someone or to cause unnecessary delay or needless 
increase in the cost of prosecution before the Office; 

(ii) The claims and other legal contentions therein are warranted by existing law or by a nonfrivolous argument for the extension, 
modification, or reversal of existing law or the establishment of new law; 

(iii) The allegations and other factual contentions have evidentiary support or, if specifically so identified, are likely to have 
evidentiary support after a reasonable opportunity for further investigation or discovery; and 

(iv) The denials of factual contentions are warranted on the evidence, or if specifically so identified, are reasonably based on a lack of 
information or belief. 

(c) Violations of paragraph (b)(1) of this section by a practitioner or non-practitioner may jeopardize the validity of the application or document, 
or the validity or enforceability of any patent, trademark registration, or certificate resulting therefrom. Violations of any of paragraphs (b)(2)(i) 
through (iv) of this section are, after notice and reasonable opportunity to respond, subject to such sanctions as deemed appropriate by the 
Commissioner, or the Commissioner's designee, which may include, but are not limited to, any combination of — 

(1) Holding certain facts to have been established; 

(2) Returning papers; 

(3) Precluding a party from filing a paper, or presenting or contesting an issue;
